P ERHAPS the opinion of a comparative 
new-comer in this community will be 
somewhat discounted when it touches upon 
the most vital and vulnerable spot in the 
Sierra Madre civic body. On the other 
hand, it may be that one who has not lived 
here so long that he has become calloused 
to conditions or despairing of a remedy, 
will be more free to express an opinion and 
do it with more genuine optimism than an 
“old timer” would do. 

From what we can see and hear, it seems 
that this lovely little city, for which God 
has done almost everything possible, has 
been, for the past quarter of a century or 
so, the victim of a regime of spite, malice 
and hate among some of its inhabitants. 
Even its very beginning was opposed and 
a nasty feeling has existed ever since on 
account of water rights and other greed. 

There is no denying the fact that water 
is a vital matter with any Southern Cali¬ 
fornia town and due precautions must be 
taken to protect our water rights, against 
others who think they have an equal or 
better right. Such matters can he handled 
properly with due recourse to law, when 
disputes arise with other cities or estates. 
But let’s not allow ourselves to get unduly 
excited about the matter and perpetuate 
that spirit of malice among our own people 
which has done so much to retard the 
natural growth and development of Sierra 
Madre, as well as mar the pleasantness of 
the lives of many of our leading and most 
useful citizens. 

We have found here men and women of 
sterling worth and outstanding ability as 
leaders in community affairs who have had 
their spirit broken and their health ruined 
by this element of constant nagging, bick¬ 
ering and fault finding. They envisioned 
the potentialities of this city and stailed 
bravely to work to bring about the realiza¬ 
tion of the dreams. But just because some 
did not agree with them, or because some 
with motes in their own eyes accused tiien. 
of working for purely selfish interests, they 
have finally had to throw up their hands 
and quit. We dislike a quitter, but certain¬ 
ly if man was ever justified in doing so, it 
has been here where feeling has been so 
bitter. Some may say that this is poor 
advertising for the city, but if w r e have 
sickness in our family we do not hesitate to 
have the physician come in by the front 
door. The only way we can help to rem¬ 
edy this situation is by facing facts frankly. 

Why can’t we disagree without rancor? 
Why can’t we have “charity for all and 
malice toward none” as the great Emanci¬ 
pator preached and practiced ? We have 
had a bitter recall election just recently. 
The people spoke their sentiment at the 
polls. Another occasion will soon come 
when we will have opportunity to so speak 
again. In the meantime, let’s not go about 
with spiteful tongues and snooping noses, 
but try our best to believe in and support 
the city administration. Give the salary¬ 
less councilmen a chance. Love your neigh¬ 
bor, not hate him, is the Biblical injunc¬ 
tion with much practical merit and proven 
value. 

What could not have been accomplished 
if all the energy wasted in scrapping here, 
could have been put to constructive use in 
building up our city? We have serious 
problems here with our water mains in 
need of repair, our pumping system rather 
inadequate in case of emergency, many of 
our streets in poor condition, the question 
of seweage disposal confronting us as the 
city grows, the matter of more stringent 
building restrictions needing attention, the 


ineed of better educational facilities, etc. 

! But after all, we could be fh a much worse 
condition, and the situation will not be 
helped at all by stirring up bitterness and 
i strife. 

Let’s try a little forgiveness instead of 
hate. Let’s pull together instead of apart. 
Let’s bury individual pride or greed and 
work together for the best interests of the 
most delightful little city to be found any 
place on earth. Let’s talk and walk togeth¬ 
er-, in harmony, and undersanding, and see 
J if this method is not more pleasant and 
more effective than the one we have used 
j so long.

TAX MONEY KEEPS WHEELS GOING 

T AXES are the answer to a problem in 
governmental arithmetic. The funda- 
; mental cause of taxes is the fact that the 
government is spending money in doing 
| certain things for the people. After the 
policy of rendering certain services is de- 
! termined upon and the expenditure pro- 
! gram in execution of this policy is estab- 
! lished, certain tax revenues must be forth¬ 
coming. The tax is simply the answer—if 
the terms of the problem call for a certain 
expenditure for schools, roads, hospitals 
and other governmental equipment, services 
and activities, the answer, in the form of 
taxes, is inevitable. 

This is a fundamental, even an elemen¬ 
tary fact, familiar to all students of public 
finance. The best way of creating and sus¬ 
taining an intelligent interest in these mat¬ 
ters on the part of the public is not simply 
by emphasizinng merely the aches and 
pains of heavy taxation, but by a process 
of education and popularization which will 
open the minds of the people to the nature 
and significance of the factors which are 
the real cause of all taxation, whether the 
burden be heavy or light. The human mind 
is inclined to be logical and the average 
person is quick enough to grasp the connec¬ 
tion between cause and effect when the con¬ 
ditions of the relationship are exposed. 
Taxes are an effect of which governmental 
policy and administrative efficiency are the 
prime causes. If more attention were given 
to these causes, more effective and intelli¬ 
gent results would be secured.

WHY DISCUSS PRISONERS OF W AR 

( GENEVA committees have recently been 
J kept busy discussing the status and 
proper treatment of prisoners of war. The 
Kellogg pact and the Briand proposal for 
the realization of Victor Hugo’s plan for 
the United States of Europe led one to sup¬ 
pose that the hideous anachronism of war 
was definitely outlawed by all civilized 
peoples. 

An American president had previously 
publicly declared “it is for the generation 
that saw and survived the world war to 
devise measures of prevention. If we fail 
in this we shall deserve all the disaster 
which will surely be visited on us because 
of our failure.” A British leader had also 
assured us that “wars are precipitated by 
motives which the statesmen responsible 
for them dare not openly avow. A public 
discussion would drag those motives in 
their nudity into the open, where they 
would die of exposure to the withering con¬ 
tempt of humanity.” 

More powerful and convincing than the 
words of either is the advent of the air¬ 
plane, laden with tons of more and more 
powerful explosives, and more and more 
deadly poison gases, such as diphenyl chlor- 
oarsine and others, against which no masks 
efficiently protect. Recent records tell of 
a made speed of 355 'miles per hour by a 
British, plane. 

No very vivid imagination is needed to 
convince any senator, congressman or M.F. 
that, with whole cities wiped out and coun¬ 
tries desolated, there will be little need to 
discuss prisoner s of war.

strong as that met by Southern 
Pacific. Five major transcontinen¬ 
tal railways, air routes, four coast¬ 
wise steamship lines, many tramp 
steamers and traffic motor-borne 
upon the highways all compete 
with our lines. 

"In four representative months— 
January, April, July and October 
of 1927 — three steamship lines 
alone moved 319,685 tons of freight 
between California and Portland 
and the Puget Sound ports. In the 
same period rail traffic north and 
south between California and Ore¬ 
gon was only 151,453 tons. 

"An average of 75,000 pounds a 
week is moving by steamer from 
California ports to Crescent City, 
California, whence It is delivered 
to destinations in Grants Pass, 
Medford and other Oregon cities. 

"Separately and jointly trucks 
and steamships are moving thous¬ 
ands of tons of freight which once 
moved by rail. 

"In order to meet this competi¬ 
tion Southern Pacific since the 
World War, has spent over four 
hundred million dollars for con¬ 
struction of new and rehabilitation
